Eugene V. Debs, President of the 


American Baihtay Union, baa called a 
special meeting at Chicago on July 
16th, (or the discussion of the Co-oper- 
ative Commonwealth movement. It is 
thought that the meeting will be of 
great importance, and that a new polit- 
ical party will be organized. The vari- 
ous labor organizations of the country 
will ba asked to join in a co-operative 
plan with a view of controlling the 
political destinies of the country, also 
to further the development of mines 
and advance the industries of the 
nation. 


The idea is a good one, but is far 


from being new. Steps of a similar 
nature have been taken before, and 
while in some instances the outcome 
has been satisfactory, no general or de- 
cided result has been attained. 


It is very hard to secure unanimity 


ol action among labor organizations, 
owing to the fact that different locali- 
ties and different conditions cause a di- 
versity of opinion regarding the best 
methods of solving the labor problem. 
What would be a satisfactory arrange- 
ment for tho railroader or artisan io 
the East does not ssem to suif. the 
Western worker, and yet, there is com- 
paratively little difference in the con- 
ditions covering the cost of living, 
clothing, etc. 


The theory of sympathetic action on 


the part of labor organizations was 
tested to its utmost at the last great 
strike. Men who were perfectly satis- 
fled with their positions and wages, 
went out in order to demonstrate the 
principle of standing 
shoulder to 


shoulder with their fellow laborers 
who believed themselves injured. In a

•WOMEN GOT KNOUGH OF VOTING. 


The Ketchum (Idaho) Keystone has 


the following regarding the first trial 
in that State of the new law granting 
suffrage to women: 


"At the municipal elections held 


throughout the State last week, the 
women of Idaho enjoyed the privilege 
of casting their first ballot undei the 
new law which grants them equal suf- 
frage. A majority of the women, judg- 
ing from our exchanges, have had 
enough of the polls, and will probably 
never vote again. We clip the follow- 
ing from the Idaho Falls Register which 
shows the sentiment there regarding 
the effects of women suffrage: 


'"The election on Tuesday demon 


atrated two things: one was that there 
was some women who require no in- 
struction's to become full-fledged poli- 
ticians and what might be termed ward- 
heelers who can make an absolutely 
false statement and tell it as smooth as 
though it were the undeniable truth 
also that some of oar churches, that ii 
had always been supposed did not and 
wonld not unite Church and State, are 
making rapid strides in that direction 
It also demonstrated that at leaal 
twenty-five per cent of the women o: 
Idaho Falls cast their first and last 
vote at any election, that they became 
absolutely disgusted with the proceed 
ings; that the statement that the pres 
ence of women at the polls does not to 
any great extent doter a certain class 
of men'from using profanity, not only 
in the vicinity of the polls, but in the 
polling room.'"
